The Headless Trunk of a Murdered 
Young Woman Found, 


Her Lover and Supposed Slayer Under 
Arrest, 


HORRIBLE DISCOVERY OF A PITTSBURG 
EARLY RISER. 


Synchers Driven From the Cell Door of 
Their Intended Victim—Double Trag- 
edy in England—A Superintendent of 
Police Believed to Have Been Poisoned 
—Deeming at Halifax—Freight , Car 
Robbers—Crime News, 


PITTsBURG, Pa., April 12.—At5o’clock this 
morning the body ofa girl, apparently 17 
years old, was found ina lonely spotona 
hillside in Schenly Park. The body was hor- 
ribly mutilated, the head being entirely sev- 
ered from the body. The body of the young 
woman was found about 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing by Fred Fulmer, lying on the frozen 
ground ona lonely hillside, near the main 
entrance to the park and about 
thirty feet from the tracks of the 
railroad. The head was lying in a pool of 
blood about fifty feet distant from the body, 
while her button shoes were found about half 
~ way betweenthe body and head. The cut 
next to the trunk is as clean as though done 
witha sharpknife. The left side of the face 
and lower jaw, however, are terribly mashed 
and suggests the idea thatthe girl had been 
run over by a passing train. The police do 
not accept thistheory and believe that the 
girl was first murdered and then, perhaps, 


the head placed where a train would run over | 


it. The only other marks of violence area 
slight bruise anthe right hip and a scratch 
on the left elbow. When Fulmer discovered 
the body he notified the Nineteenth Ward 
Police Station and the officers removed the 
remainsto the Morgue. 

Detectives were sent out andabout 3 0’clock 
placed Ludwig Frewskoski, a Polander, un- 
derarrest. They also ascertained that the 
girl] was a domestic employed in theiamily of 
H. Tralisk!, a dairyman, and that her name 
was Mary Chertinski. : 

The story told by Tralisk! is that about 4 
o’clock this morning his wife went to the 
giri’s room tocallher. When she opened the 
door Mrs. ‘Traliski discovered Frewskoski, 
who is employed ona neighboring dairy, in 
the girl’s room. Mrs. ‘Traliski drove them 
from her house. They started across the park 
toward the city. The police found Frewsko- 
skiat work at the dairy where he is em- 
ployed. He vigorously resisted arrest, and 
»rofessed entire ignorance of the ‘tragedy.

CRESPO’S SOLDIERS: 


The Insurgent Leader Moving Upon 
the Venezuelan Capital. 


ALL OF PRESIDENT PALACIO’S TROOPS 
IN THE FIELD, 


Queene 


Another Engagement Between the Con- 
tending Armies Reported—Caracas 
in Danger From Dynamite—England’s 
Opportunity to Press Her Boundary 
Claims—America’s Interest. ’

Caracas, Venezuela, April 12.—Gen. Crespo 
has reappeared at the head ofa strong force 
of enthusiastic insurgents. Crespo’s head- 
quarters are,at Valencia, and ho is said to 
be strongly intrenched. There are 1,500 men 
under hiscommand. It is rumored that an- 
other engagement has, taken place between 
the Government forces and the revolution- 
ists, but the result is unknown, 

| Nearly allof President Palacio’s men are 
now in the fleld. Caracas is virtually de- 
fenseless. People here are hourly expecting 
to hear that Crespois swooping down upon 
the capital. Palaciois said to be fully pre- 
pared forany such emergency, and it is com- 
mon Delief that at the first intelligence of 
serious rout of his army he will try to leave 
the country. Hecould doso at a moment’s 
notice, for he has transferred the bulk of his 
wealtirto a place of safety, and his family Is 
out of danger. 

The press, cable and mail censorship still 
continues rigid. Itis exceedingly difficult to 
getnews away. The writers of confiscate: 
letters are fined or imprisoned. Rumors of 
plots arerife in Caracas. Everybody is ex. 
pecting another resort to dynamite. A 
strong force of soldiers and police still guard 
the Yellow House, as the executive mansion 
at Caracas is called. 

The two leaders of the reyolt against Pala- 
clo, Gen. Crespo and Dr. Rojas Paul, are both 
ex- Presidents of Venezuela. Paul succeeded 
Guzman Blanco and wasaruler of ability. 
Crespo is a military man of much distinction 
in his country and influential. He is very 
wealthy. Before the beginning of the revolt 
Crespo issueda manifesto announcing that 
he would oppose by force of arms, if need be, 
the confirmation of Palacio for a second term 
as President, declaring it an unconstitu- 
tional act. 


ENGLAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 


VENEZUELA MAY BE PRESSED FOR SETTLEMENT 
OF THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—If the pres- 
ent revolutionary movement spreads the sit- 
uation in Venezuela may assume an interna- 
tional phase. Despite the fact that President 
Palacio has strongly opposed the reciprocity 
plans of the Harrison Administration, for the 
lastthree years his Minister at Washington 
has been soliciting American Intervention in 
behalf of Venezuela against the encroach- 


ments of the British colonists In Gulana. 

This boundary dispute between England 
and Veneztiela has been going on for many 
years, accompanied by constantly advancing 
at Britain 
On territory whichat various stages of the 
dispute has been concededly Vetiezuelan. 

The Territory in dispute is about one-half 
of that represented in the accepted charts as 
Venezuelan soll, and substantially the entire 
mineral wealth ofthe countrys is contained in 
the disputed zone. The dearest interests of 
the nation are bound upinthis controversy. 
The present disturbed condition of affairs in 
the little Republic offers an excellent oppor- 
tunity toGreat Britain to press her claims 
for the extension of her boundary line. 
While the United States may not 
be ‘drawn into the controversy it 
is a matter of record that President Harrison 
at one time manifested a disposition to take 
a strong stand in Venezuela’s interest. But to 
whatever extent he might go in sustaining 
Venezuela, the punblic literature of the StAte 
Department shows that our sympathies have 
been repeatedly expressed for Venezuela by 
every President since the time of Gen. Grant, 
and that some sharp things have been said 
by the American Secretaries of State in critl- 
cism of Engiand’s course. 

Venezuela is a great country, full of nat- 
ural wealth, and it has made during the last 
thirty years wonderful progress toward the 
Anglo-Saxon idea of civilization. There isan 
element among its people, while of course 
the great majority are still sadly ignorant 
and wholly lacking in public spirit, which Is 
as well equipped in character, intelligence 
and education as the bestciass of any other 
country. Her total exports amount .to about 
$:5,000,000. Ofthis amountthe United States 
takes fully one-half. 


AN EYEON SOUTH AMERICA, 


POLICY PURSUED BY THE UNITED STATES WITH 
THE SPANISH REPUBLICS. 


Paris, April 12.—The Independence Belge of 
Brussels has lately published articles from 
the pen of Maximillano Ibanez on the United 
States and South Amefica, which are attract- 
ing much attention in Europe. ‘The writer 
contends that the United States is threatened 
with Immense Gangers unless they find a 
fresh outlet for the products. Therein lies 
the secret policy of encroachment toward 


South America. Ibanez contends that 
the Washington Cabinet will never bring 
South American republics to its reci- 
procity views by mere force or persuasion, 
as the American Latin nations would have to 
pay the United States 30 per cent dearer for 
produce than ves | pay by purchasing the 
samein Europe. ‘The writer opehly accuses 
Blaine with attempting something stronger 
than persuasions to compel complHance by 
South America. He insinuates that the reci- 
procity treaty with Brazil was wrested from 
Fonseca by illegitimate means; that the 
United States openly supported Balma- 
ceda against the national 

in order to obtain trom 
commercial treaty wholly in its favor; that 
the Kepublican party will renew it with fresh 
vigor if the Democrats do not oust it from 
power; that it will likewise attempt to coerce 
Argentine unless the latter combines with 
Brazil and Chilt to resist Yankee encroach- 
ments. Lastly, Ibanez quotes figures of kn- 
giish, French and German trade with South 
America to show how deeply these European 
countries are interested in the failure of the 
American policy. He concludes by eppealing 
to the governments of France, England anc 
Germany to combine with Brazil, Chili and 
Argentine to thwart the designs of the Gov- 
eroment which rules under Stars and Stripes,

HIS LAST VOYAGE. 


Howard Appleton’s Vivid Description of 
the Yellow Plague in Brazil. 


NEW YorkK, April 12.— Ms. Laura Apple- 
ton’s eldest son, Howard F. Appleton, has 
died of yellow feverand been buried at sea 
off the coast of Brazil. Mrs. Appleton is a 
daughter of old John Appleton, the tobac- 
conist, who died leaving a fortune of $9,00),- 
000. She recently received $500,000 as a com- 
promise of a suit she brought against her 
brother, John Charles Anderson, 

Young Appleton was 22 years, and it was 
his love for adventure and the sea which led 
to his enriy death. Howard started on his 
first trip to brazil just before Thanksgiving 
Day and returned in the latter partof Jan- 
uary. He went again. Tho yellow fever 
had broken out at Santos and 
his father and mother both objected to his 
g0ing onthe steamship Alliancla, which ran 
to Rio ana other ports. The letters or young 
Appleton give a vivid description of the 
scenes attending the terrible scourge in Bra- 
zillan ports. The first was written at Santos 
on Marchs8, In it he said: ‘‘Under nocir- 
cumstances will ever I be induced to visit 
this accursed spot again, if the good 
Lord spares me to return to New York. I 
wish 1 could describe the sights 1 witness 
here day alter day and also my feelings. 

‘‘The population of Santos is about five 
thousand, and two weeks ago the death rate 
was from one hundred and fifty totwo hun- 
dred perday. It is now down to fifty a day. 

‘*Itis very exhilarating watching the bodies 
being carried from one shop to another, re- 
moving the deadin white boxes. I always 
receive a peculiar shock On such occasions. 
One feels as though his stomach was falling 
out. 

‘*l saw one poor fellow thrown out ofa hut 
to die in the streets. He was alive when 
thrown out. I don’t Know whether he pulled 
through or not. Atany rate he was not there 
this morning. They say thatit isa common 
occurrence with people here. They are de- 
void of all feeling. Iam in the best of health 
and intend to take good care of myself.’’ 

The next letter was dated hto, March 14, 
andinithe said he did not expect to see 
them for four days, as the steamer’s engines 
were outof gear. He said they had four 
cases of yellow fever on board, and left them 
at Santos. Oneofthem, the Quartermaster, 
wasina very critical condition when last 
seen by him. ‘ 

‘*Yellow tever hereis raging in its worst 
form,’’ the letter concluded, ‘‘and few 
vessels escape. Ifthereisany fever in the 
system, this weather brings itout. Quite a 
number of men feel bad. ,1t is roasting hot 
here.’’

Democratic Factions in Pennsylvania 
Drifting Apart. 


NO BASIS CF AGREEMENT REACHED IN 
THE ‘‘HARMONY’’ MEETING, 


Statement of the Situation by Ex-Senator 
Wallacs—Corgressman Mitchell of Wis- 
consin Thinks Cleveland and Harrison 
Will Be the Nominees—FPearl Buttons 
Fostered—Political Pointers. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., April 12,--Ex-Senator 
Wallace, who will probably appear as a sub- 
stitute delegate tothe Democratic State Con- 
vention, made a statement lastnight with 
reference to various publications that have 
appeared concerniug the ‘‘harmony meet- 
ing,’’ recently held in Philadelphia. The 
statement follows: 

‘‘In the beginning of March mutual friends 
brought together at the Aldine Hotel, Phila- 
delphia, Messrs. Hensell, Harritty and John 
R. Readonone side and Messrs. Mutchler, 
Guffey and myself on the other. The avowed 
object of the meeting was to endeavor to 
reach a basis of harmony so thatno contest 
will occur at the State Conventionif it were 
possibie. It was then suggested by myself 
that harmonious action might be obtained by 
unitihg on Gov. Pattison as the candidate of 
the State for President. This proposition was 
antagonized by the gentlemen we met, who 
thought the State was for Mr. Cleveland. No 
other suggestions were made as to a basis, 
and nothing came of that meeting. 

**About the last of March I was asked by a 
iriend to meet Gov. Pattison and called on 
him. We had a pleasant talk, and I ex- 
pressed my fear that unless something was 
done tocurbthe bitterness that was being 
aroused we would be much hurt as a party 
and the results would be disastrous to his ad- 
ministration. Isaid he couid be made the 
basis of harmony, and that if we acted to- 
gether peace would follow. He asked what 
details I would suggest. I said, divide the 
delegates at large-equally between the two 
factions; let Mr. Harrity withdraw from the 
National Committee in favor of Mr. Guffey, 
or if he declines to do this, leave the selec- 
tion ofa National committeeman to the Na- 
tional delegation and thus remove this bone 
ofcontention. Then settle the Philadelphia 
troubles by seating the uncontested delegates 
and giving those contesting each half a vote, 
and appoint a committee outside of 
Philadelphia to whom the question of 
a division, representation and other mooted 
questions might be referred, He agreed to 
the reasonableness of the proposition, but 
as Mr. Harrity and Mr. Hensel were both 
absent, he desired to consult them and asked 
me tocallagain, I called on him last week 
and again talked generally. When we came 
to details the Governor said the proposition 
asto Piilacelphia difficulties could not he 
entertained, and he regreted that no Dasis 
of united action appeared possible. The 
other propositions were not then discussed. 
I have, so far as those statements go, ;jassent- 
ed to the candidacy of Gov, Pattison. I have 
not authorized any one to say that.I was not 
ior him for President since these tmterviéws. 
I wanted to obtain &@ basis for peace. Ihave 
failed todo so and am uncommitted to any 
one, but will try to serve my friends. A fight 
is to be deprecated, as the convention is by no 
meansaunit. I believe that outside of Phil- 
adeiphia a majority of the delegates are op- 
posed to the control of the delegation or the 
official places by any individual.’’

SIN AND SHAME. 


A Beautiful Woman Led Astray by the 
Wiles of Patti’s Nephew. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 12.—Dr. Melville L, 
Horine, a well-known Chicago physician, has 
entered suit in the courts here for $45,000, 
damages against Alfredo’ Barill, professor of 
music. The charge against Barili is that he 
has alienated'the affections of the doctor’s 
wife and ruined his home. 

Prof. Barill is a nephew of the famous song- 
stress, Mme. Adelina Patti, with whom he 
was supposed to be a great favorite. He was 
heir to one-fourth of her fortune, until she 
dropped him because of his duplicity and cul- 
pable conduct in thisaffair. Last November, 
in Atlanta,.Ga., he deserted his family, con- 
sisting of a devoted wife and three children, 
and shortly afterwards turned up in Kansas 
City as an instructor of fair young girls in the 
arts of music. Various reasons were as- 
signed for his departure from Atlanta—among 
others thathe had deserted his. wife for his 
aunt, Mme. Patti, who, it was said, had of- 
feredto make him anattache of her court 
and mapped out for him a brilliant career for 
the future, if only he would come to her un- 
encumbered. Buttherealreason, as subse- 
quently shown, wasthat he wanted to give 
his wite grounds fora divorce for the special 
purpose of enabling him to break up another 
family besides his own. 

Dr. Horine lived in Chicago and his wife’s 
parents in Atlanta, Ga. Mrs. Horine’s 
mother, who is an invalid in Atlanta, de- 
sired her daughter, the doctor’s wife, to be 
with her, and the doctor consented that she, 
together with their children, should go to her 
mother in Atlanta and remain for 4 season. 
His wife found leisure to continue her studies 
tin music, and toaid her in this she sought 
the instruction of Prof. Barilit. This was the 
innocent commencement of what has com- 
pleted the destruction of two happy families, 

Barllino sooner saw the beauty of the doc- 
tor’s youthful wifethan he set about toac- 
complish herruin. He utilized the fact that 
he was anephew of Mme. Patti-Nicolini, to- 
gether with flattery, and presented to the 
young wife a fairy story of the money he was 
to receive trom Patti, thea Kuropean trip and 
such things, and filled her with ambition. It 
had the effect, and Mrs. Horine fell. 

Much ofthe correspondence’ between Ba- 
riliand Mrs. Horine is in possession ofthe 
injured husbana, and the woman’s letters 
show that she bitterly repented her crime, 
and begged Barliito putan end to their inti- 
macy. Dr. Horine became apprised 
of the relations existing between 
nis wife and the professor, and his 
attorney called upon Mme. Patti when she 
was in Chicago recently and placed her in full 
possession of all the facts. The diva sum- 
moned Barili before her and compelied him 
with the threat of disinheritance to promise 
that he would discontinue his attentions to 
the cdcector’s wife. But since that occurrence 
Horine alleges that the intimacy has been 
renewed, the guilty couple going to -t. Louls 
and registering at a hotel as man and wife. 
They were followed to that city, the doctor 
appearing the next morning after they had 
left.

fe counted upon ftthat his wife would not 
g£oO directly to the children, but would stop 
over a day with her mother.

In a closet in 
the apartments occupled by her he founda 
xreat number of letters from Barilltohls 
wife and letters that had been written by his 
wife to Barilil. At the time when Mrs. Horine 
was battling between her sense of duty and 
her strange fascination for Barill, she da- 
manded of him the return of herletters. He 
responded to herdemand, and she kept the 
letters. Again, later on, she made a similar 
demand, which wasacceded to. All these 
letters and a number of telexrams from Barill 
were secured by the doctor. These letters 
tell a story of woman’sinfatuation and man’s 
perfidy that has never been surpassed in the 
intensity ofits various chapters. The letters 
of Mrs. Horine are modeis of composition 
showing in every sentence the refinement an 
culture of the wayward woman, while those 
of the teacher often lapse into coarseness and 
even brutality. 

Barlli has been in Kansas City perhaps 
nine or ten months, and has pushed himself 
into recognition in social and musical circles. 
Heis not a handsome man; heisnot even 
what one might call attractive, and those 
who are famillar with the case marvel at the 
wonderful influence he exercised over the 
handsome wifeof Dr. Horine. Barili isan 
accomplished musician, and has been a wel- 
a guest of some of the best homes in Hyde 
Park. 

it bas been sought to throw the utmost se- 
crecy around the matter. The suit was filed 
by Attorney C. W. Clarke, and after the 
Sheriff had obtained service the papers mys- 
teriously disappeared. It is stated to-day 
that neyotiations are under way fora com- 
promise, and a telegram is expected from 
Chicago hourly from Dr. Horine accepting 
an offer which it is understood was made to 
him.

Acall this 
afternoen at his roomsin the Bayard bulld- 
ing at 1214 Main street disclosed the fact that 
his sign had been removed. Inquiry ofthe 
tenants in the building falled to elicit any in- 
formation as to where he was.

The bodies of horses, 
mules and cows are constantly floating down 
the Tombigbee, For mileson both sides of 
tne river thereis nothing but poverty a 
G@esolation. Dr. J. D. Hutcherson, one of the 
largest planters in this State, has just re- 
turned from one of his plantations in the 
porthern portion of the county and reports 
great destitution from overflow of the Buta- 
halehie, He lost seventy-five head of cattle 
and one of his laborers. A. K. Keith, living. 
a few miles south, saved bis mules and cattle 
by putting them in the parlor and dining- 
room, wherethe water was only two feet 


deep. His family and fifty negroes were in 
the same story of the residence. The waters 4 


have receded about seven feet and continued 
to fall slowly last night. Mostof the county 
bridges have been swept away and it will be 
weeks before ordinary traffic will be regularly 
resumed. A cold rain.has fallen almost con- 
stantly since Sunday night. No mail has 
been received here since Thursday. Only 
one body has been recovered, : 
The river is over six miles wide at this 
city. Nothing of the railroad track can be 
seen, and it is feared the Georgia Pacific has 
lost several miles of track. The top of the 
bridge alone Is visible.

The latter 
Was opposed tothethree La Barges named, 
and it was he who drew a weapon 
g@nd fired’ the shot which was 
intended to change the unequal 
conflict from a rough and tumble street fig h 
intoatragedy. The sudden fight, the cries 
and curses ofthe four combatants, and the 
pistol shot echoing from the swaying 
group of struggling men, caused the greatest 
excitement on the busy street where the 
trouble took place, and a large crowd 
gathered at the scene while the 
struggle was still in progress. Officers 
Hannahan and Church were the first 
police to reanh the scene, and when they 
separated the wrestling quartette, rolling 
about on the sidewalk, it was found that 
although but one shot had been fired, Mr. 
Henry S..La Barge had been shot through the 
palm.of the left hand and Capt. Ashby in the 
fleshy part of the left leg between the hip 
and the knee, making an ugly but 
not dangerous wound. Capt. Ashby was 
disarmed and the principals in the affair put 
under arrest and takento the Four Courts. 
Their prominence and family connections, 
andthe fact that the sudden conflict had for 
its basis a family and business quarrel of 
long standing, increased the sensational as- 
pects of the affair. 
FIRED WHILE DOWN. 

In the first excited stories told of the af- 
fray. by its principals, Oapt. Ashby 
claimed to have been the attacked 
party, asserting that he had been assailed 
unexpectealy by the three La Barges, after 
threats of personal violence from them had 
reached his ears, and that he had used a 
weapon in the well-founded belief that his 
life wasin danger. The only reason that he 
did not fire with better and more deadly ef- 
fect was that at the moment he used 
his pistol he was held on the 
sidewalk by his assailants and did not have 
the free use of his arms. The only charge 

referred in the matter so faris one against 

apt. Ashby, of assault with intent to Kill, 
der which heisnow hel@ at the Four 
urts. 

The story told to account 'for the street- 
fight of to-day isthatof a business quarrel 
between Capt. Ashby and John La _ Barge 
in which it is charged, the other La Barge 
brothers andtheir father took part. Capt. 
Ashby, who married a Miss|La Barge, lives at 
Jennings Station and isin; moderately com- 
fortable circumstances. John La Bargeisa 
building contractor, and |it is stated that 
some time ago he received from Capt. Ashby 
acontract for building a $6,000 residence for 
the latter at Jennings Station. The 
building, it is claimed, was almost com- 
pleted, and Capt. Ashby had made payments 
to John La Barge, amountingto over $5,000. 
But after these payments had been made, it 
is claimed, there arose trouble with laborers 
employed on the building which resulted in 
threats of mechanies’ liens, etc., being filed 
against Capt. Ashby which promised to take 
from him the righttothe property after he 
had nearly completed his payment for same. 
In addition also to this there came a dispute 
between Capt. Ashby and John La Barge as 
tothe payments made, and the former in- 
stituted suit against the latter foran amount 
aggregating several hundred dollars, which 
suit had already been begun in the 
Circuit Court and was set for trial 
to-day- The La Barges were indignant 
about the filing of this suit, and Capt. Ashby 
claims to have learned from their mother, 
Mrs. La Barge, who also lives at Jennings 
Station, that John La Barge and his brothers 
had threatened to whip him the first time 
they met onthe streets. The meeting took 
place this morning. The three La Barges 
named were going eastward on 
Chestnut street and Capt. Ashby had 

ust left the office of his attorney, Mr. Col- 
ins of Collins & Jamison, and was goin 
westward on Chestnut. The first name 
party were on their way to the Court-house. 
As soon as the men met hot words were ex- 
changed, and a John La Barge, the 
brother most interested, was not in the party 
his two brothers were evidently fully prepared 
and willing to take up his quarrel. Capt. 
Ashby ciaims that they attacked him ina 
body and bore him to the ground. While 
lying beneath the three men, Capt. Ashby 

rew a revolver from his pocket. He had to 
use it pressed against his breast under his 
chin, and claims that when he fired at 
the La Barge nearest to him i=in 
the struggling mass, the flame 
from the pistol’s muzzle went through his 
whiskers. Henry L. La Barge had his left 
hand grasping Capt. Ashby’s coat, and the 
bullet went through the palm of that hand, 
Then it sped downward and entered Capt. 
Ashby’s left leg, infilcting a wound as de- 
scribed. When taken to the Four Courts, 
Capt. Ashby’s face showed the effects of sev- 
eral blows, there being two or three ugly 
protaberances and swellings caused by his 
rough treatment. The stories of the princi- 
pais given below explain the affair ip detail, 


CAPT. ASHBY’S STATEMENT. 

As soon as Capt. Ashby’s wound was 
dressed, he was removed In a patrol wagon 
to the Four Courts and given aseatin the 
police station there until Judge Claiborne 
could be called down from the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction to accept bond for him. 
While waiting there he told the story of his 
trouble with bis brothers-in-law and father- 
in-law and of his encounter on Chestnut 
street less than an hour before. 

**] don’t like to taik about this thing before 
I see my lawyer,’’ said he at first, but, 
aiter a second thought, he concluded to make 
a statement. 

‘**It all grew out of a house which John 
LaBarge built forme at Jennings Station,’’ 
said he. ‘‘He wasto build mea $6,000 house 
and I paid him $5,380 onitlong before it was 
half finished and have his receipt now for 
the amount paid. Before the laths were on 
it, one of the carpenters told me that 
Jonn hadn’t paid him and that he was go- 
ing to put a mechanic’s lien onthe house 
andi heard that the house was ing 
to be all plastered up with such liens 
and I saw __ that I was beigng 
swindled. 1 had almost paid for the house in 
full wnen it wasn’t much more than half 
‘done and now the prospect was that I must 
pay for it again.

I would have 
gotten away from him if Icould, but it was 
impossible, and I then tried to prevent him 
from killing us, as I knew that he intended to 
shoot everyone of usif he could. We only 
tried to protect ourselves, and if he got nurt 
it was his own fault. He shot mein the hand 
and himself in the leg at the same time. Some

e’s only a Villian and that accounts for all 
of his villianous actions. 

Mr. LaBarge was called at. this Jun cture by 
his fatherand brother Charley and advised 
not to say anything furtherto the reporter. 
They all three hurried away from the station 
and declined to make any additional state- 
ment. 

Before leaving the station Henry LaBarge 
asked to be shown the knife found on Capt. 
Ashby and Sergant Mueiler handed him a 
small pocket knife. ‘‘I expected him to 
have a dirk knife,’’ he said. 

ASHBY’S ASSAULT ON HALPIN. 

About two weeks ago Capt. Ashby was 
fined in the First District Police Court for an 
assault he had made on James Halpin, the 
President of the James Halpin Manufactur- 
ing Co. Itappeared from the testimony at 
the trialthatMr. Halpin had put a furnace 
into the Captain’s new residence, at 
Jenning’s Station, and that Capt. 
Ashby claimed that it wouldn’t 
work and refused to pay for it. The result 
was a law-suit and a personal encounter be- 
tween the two men on the street. Mr. Hal- 
— testified that Capt. Ashby drew a Knife on 

iim and was going to cut him to pleces with 
it or try to, while the Captain claimed that 
he didn’t draw his knife or use it at all or 
make any threats. He happened to 
be picking nuts, he said,, with 
the knife when Halpin came 
along. They nad afew words and that was 
all there was aboutit. Headmitted that he 
had called Mr. Halpin some pretty bad names 
but held that he was justifiable by theconduct 
of Halpintoward him. Judge Morris fined 
him $5. : 

FEACE WARRANT SERVED. 

The La Barge brothers, some hours after 
the difficulty, swore out a peace warrant 
against Capt. Wm. ashby. The warrant 
was placed in the hands of Constable 
Nolan, who _ served the warrant on 
Capt. Ashby at the Four Courts, 

The La Barges have long been known as 
bearing one ofthe good old ‘‘river names’’ 
of the days when the Mississippi was the 
chief artery of commerce to and from 
St. Louls. Capt. Joseph. La Barge, 
one of the participants in to 
day’s affair, was for years one of the best 
known steamboat captains onthe river, and 
has frequently been written up in the papers 
asa type of the old-fashioned steamboat- 
man, Capt. Ashby aiso was at 
one time a steamboat pilot on 
the river, and is well known to 
all steamboatmen. Of late years the La 
Barges and Capt.! Ashby have devoted their 
attention to dealing in real estate. One of 
the La Barge sons is at present Dairy In- 
spector of thecity, having headquarters at 
the City Hall.

In many of the old Chris- 
tian countries bread was givento the public 
at churches, and from this grew the custom 
which still prevails in many places of giving 
to the poor. There are also many other 
pretty customs observed in England, Ireland 
and Italy about Eastertide. In somecountry 
provinces of England a lass who walks abroad 
the day before Easter is compelled 
to pay a toll to the first lad she meets by giv- 
ing a kiss, a buckle from her shoe or the shoe 
itself. On the day following Easter the lads 
pay the penalty of an out-door airing by 
osing their hats to the girls, who will not 
surrender them until a glit incoin is made. 
There fs not a country where the sun shines 
in which Easter is not observed by some extra 
religious service or by acustom of gift ex- 
changing such as those mentioned. 
In the United States the cus- 
tom has grown with the rapldity 
pecullar to the ay ogy The naturaleggwasa 
gittis no longer the symbol of friendship, 
except among children. O!der folks insist on 
something more elaborate and costly than 
the hen can proiuce, and hence theshop 
windows everywhere are piled with objects 
similar tothe egg, but enlarged and elabor- 
ated. The genius of invention and art have 
aimost been exhausted in preparing sultable 
gifts for Easter until the appropriate gifts 
no longer resemble the product of the. hen.

ESCAPED BY ONE MILL. 


A Decision in Which the Valuation of 
Goods Was Finely Drawn. 


Judge Thayer handed down three decisions 
on appeals from the decision of Custodian 
Churchill of St. Louis and the Board of 


United States Customs Appraisers 
at New York. Inthe case of Rice, Stix & Co., 
who disputed the duty levied on eleven cases 
of hosiery, the vudge decided adversely to 
the Government and ordered the return 
of $68.62 excessive duties. The law lays 
a duty of 40 per cent ad valorem and 75 cents 
per dozen on hosiery worth over $2 and less 
than $4. The duty on hosiery valued at less 
$2 and more than 60 cents is 
30 per cent ad va- 
and 50 §6cents per dozen. 
Government appraisers valued the 
hosiery at $2.01 per dozen, by pro-rating the 
cost of the casing among the several lots. 
The appellants valued the hosiery at $1.999 
per dozen, by alloting toeach dozen of the 
different kinds of hosiery the same portion 
of the cost of the outside casing. Judge 
Thayer sustained the latter estimate. 

In the case of Frank L. Davis, the decision 
of the Court ruled that his importations were 
paving tiles and not marble nufacturers, 
and ordered the return of $501.72 excessive 
duties. 

In the case of Rice, Stix & Co.,who claimed 
that certain importations were not cotton 
hemstitched handkerchiefs, the Court ruled 
a«ainst them.

This city has labored under both the dis- 
advantages and reproach of being a way 
station long enough. The great river on 
the east, which has been a strong advant- 
age in one way, has been justas stronga 
disadva ntage in another. It has inter- 
posed a barrier to the city’s commerce on 
that side which citizens have weakly per- 
mitted to exist. To the whole country 
east of the Mississippi St. Louis has not 
existed as a shipping point. St. Louis 
merchants have foolishly gone to the ‘rail- 
roads on the East Side instead of compell- 
ing them to come to them and to recognize 
the rights and the interests of 8t. Louis. 
The corporations controlling the passage 
of this water barrier have levied heavy and 
hampering tribute upon the city’s com- 
merce, 

We congratulate the merchants upon 
this revolt against unjust taxation and dis- 
crimination. The resultsof the building 
of one bridge and of the work that has 
been done show what can be done by 
combined effort. The beginning is the 
hardest point to gain and the beginning 
has been made. A little persistence will 
bring the terminals of every St. Louis road 
within the boundaries of the city where 
they ought to be.

How the Remarkable Resgmblance Was 
First Discovered. 


QUEER INVESTIGATION OF HIS ADOPTED 
FATHER, “OL BILL” SPARKS. 


The Young Blédgett Boy Is Not at All 
Anxious to Prove That He Is Charley 
Ross, but He Would Like to Find Out 
Who He Is—An Expert Gives Some 
Interesting Testimony. 


BLODG&TT, Mo., April 12.—The almost mar. 
velous resemblance between the published 
picture of Charley Ross andthe face of the 
boy, ‘‘Jim Willett,’’ of Blodgett, Mo., whose 
strange history is so like that of the ill-fated 
son of: Christian K. Ross, was first noticed 
about seventeen years ago. : 

One day, during the timeof the great ex” 
citement over the Charley Ross case, follcw” 
ing the killing of his abductors, Mosher and 
Pouglass, it chanced =i that for the 
first time a picture of Charley 

tOSS Was seen by. a member .of the 
Sparks family, into whose hands had come 
the poor little waif known as ‘‘Jim Willett.’’ 
The picture had been published in Harper's 
Weekly Aug. 8, 1874, and young Victor Scofield, 
who lived a few miles distant from Blodgett, 
Mo., had clipped it out and pasted itina 
scrap-book which he was keeping. Mr. R. A. 
Sparks of Blodgett, then a boy of about 12 
years of ave, was visiting young Scofield, and 
idly turning the leaves of this scrap-book, 
came to the picture of Charley Ross. The boy 
stopped and looked at tho picture with a sud- 
den, almost startled, attention. 

**Great Cesar, Victor,’’ he said earnestly, 
**That picture looks exactly like little Jim 
Willett, the strange boy at Uncle Bill’s.’’ 

The two boys bent over the scrap-book to- 
gether and studied the face of Charley Ross. 

‘‘Jim hasn’t got long hair,’’ sald Victor 
Scofleld, noting the one only polnt of dissimi- 
larity between the two faces. 

‘*No, he hasn’t,’’ answered young Sparks, 
‘*and he ain’t dressed as pretty as Charley 
Ross. either. But he looxs just like him in 
the face, like enough to be histwin brother.’’ 
**RILL’’ SPARKS’ LAUGHABLE INVESTIGATION. 

The two boys didn’t think they had found 
Charley Koss, for whom a whole continent 
was then searching. It only struck them as 
being “*funny’’ that little ‘‘Jim Willett,’’ the 
viliage waifof Benton, should so resembie 
the famous Charley Ross, and when the 
Sparks boy went home he mentioned the 
fact. 

‘*By George Uncle Bill,’’ he said to Mr. 
Wm. G. Sparks, ‘‘lsawa picture of Charley 
Ross to-day at Victor Scofield’s, and it looks 
just like iittle Jim Willett.’’ 

At that time ‘‘little Jim Willeftt’’ had been 
With the Sparks family for three or four 
months, and had made his infantile way into 
their affections. His alleged father had dis- 
appeared from Benton, and it was generally 
accepted that the unknown walf was to grow 
up with the Sparks boys, ignorant of his par- 
Lentage or former home. Mrs. Sparks had al- 

sady cond@aived, a great fondness for the 
cIN]d, and Had had a tintype likeness of him 
takén by a strolling photographer who 
chanéed just then to be taking ‘‘snap shots’’ 
at some of Benton’s best people. Young 
Sparks got this tittype out, with a boy’s aim- 
less curidsity, aap: studied it as he had the 
picture of Charley/Koss., 

‘*¥es, sir,’’ bef said, 
does look like Chgriley loss, 
to you.’’ 

So he got Vict@r Scofield to bring his scrap- 
book in to Blédgett andthe pictures were 
laid side by side\ The Sparks family studied 
the two faces an@ commented onthe strange- 
ness of ‘‘accid al resemblances.’’ ‘‘Vld 
Bill’? Sparks, arfugh, good-hearted farmer, 
who was alreac agrown-up playmate of 
his foster child’s| caliedthe boy to him and 
took him upon his\kneec. 

‘‘Look here, Jim Willett,’’ he said with 
mock solemnity, ‘Sare you Charley Ross?’’ 

‘*Tollie Woth,’’ repeated the little maver- 
ick of Southeast Missouri, in happy careless- 
ness, *‘am I Tolife Woth?’’ 

And the child looked around, laughing, at 
the group gathered about the pictures, and 
seemed to think that it was a matter In which 
he had nointerest. He was all right asit 
was, just plain little ‘‘Jim Willett.’’ 

‘*All right,’’ said old ‘‘Bill’’ Sparks, witha 
grim smile, putting the boy down tothe floor 
again. ‘‘If vou won’t tell me whether or not 
you’re Charley Ross, I’ll have to give it up.’’ 

And old Bill Sparks did give it up from that 
fay tothis. Ne raised little ‘‘Jim Willett’’ 
just as he did his own children, sent him to 
the country school ali he could and then put 
him to work at 14 yearsofage. He never 
troubled himselfagain as to whether or not 
‘‘Jim Willett’’ might be Charley Ross. 
The little fellow was motherless 
and fatherless, and old ‘‘Bill’’ Sparks 
petted him and ‘‘spanked’’ him and clothed 
bim and educated him with supreme care- 
lessness of the possibility thathe might be 
dealing witha boy about whom almost the 
whole civilized world was stirred upto fever 
heat. All that Sparks knew,or cared to know, 
was thatthechiid needed someone to per- 
form all those important functions for him, 
and he, Sparks, did it. 

IT WAS THE VILLAGE ROMANCE. 

But ever since then the Charley Ross possl- 
bility nas uttached itself to ‘‘Jim Willett’’ as 
one of the romances dear to village gossip, 
and while nobody apparently,seemed to real- 
ize that it might be weil to havethe Charley 
Ross possibility thoroughly investigated, 
every one Knew the story, and at intervals it 
would come up for general discussion, At one 
time, several years ago, Mr. J. W. Allen, fcr 
many years Circuit Clerk of Scott County, at 
Commerce, Mo., took the matter up and 
wrote to Philadelphia, giving the story of 
‘*little Jim Willett’’ of Benton and Blodgett, 
Mo. But Mr. Christian kK. Koss had 
by that time despaired of ever 
finding his long-lost son, and 
was not inclined to follow up any fresh clews. 
So Mr. Allen’s letter remained unanswered, 
and again the village of Benton contented it- 
self with merely dwelling upon the fascinat- 
ing possibility that ‘‘little Jim Wiliett’’ 
might be Charley Ross without any especial 
wish that the young fellow should ever reach 
the ‘‘grand transformation scene’’ of the 
last act, as it would be given on the stage. 

‘*<JIM WILLETT’S’’ POSITION. 

Four years ago, however, when ‘‘Jim 
Willett’’ was about 19 years old, by guess- 
work, he investigated the fraudulent story 
told by his alleged father of his being heir to 
a ‘*Willett legacy’’ awaiting him in Morgan- 
field, Ky., and found that for some reason he 
had been purposely misled. Since that time 
the young man has been growing more and 
more restless and discontented under the 
unsolved mystery of his early life. He feels 
that hc may be Charley Ross; and that there 
isa lotof startling circumstantial evidence 
connecting the story of his Hlfe with 
the story of Oharley Koss, and he 
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1s not Tt want to. find out,’’ he says, quietly,

‘*As I copied the lines of the head and face 
I was struck at once with the great resem- 
blance to the Charley Ross picture. I spoke 
of thistomy assistant as1 worked. Thentf 
took up the task of making a cut of the 
perere of the young man’’—that of *‘Jim 

‘illett’’ as he looks to-day—‘tana again I 
noticed this resemblance. I said to my as- 
sistant: ‘These three faces are enough alike 
to be the face of one andthe same rson.’ 
And I will tell you on what I based this state- 
ment. 

‘*The basis of the shape of the human face, 
the bones forming the skull and the face, 
never change. ‘ihe shape of the jaw, of the 
head, of the lips, andthe bone-shape of the 
chin, nose and eye-sockets remain the same. 
They are the same with the man of 21 as 
when he was a boy of 5. The face proper, so 
far as the flesh is concerned, and ‘the cut of 
the hair, and the growth of the beard and 
mustache, can be sochanged as altogether 
to change the appearance of a person. but 
the bone-shape remainsthe same. In these 
three pictures there are some remarkable 
points of resemblance jm those features 
whith I have just described as unchangeable. 
The head is low and narrow andof identically 
the same shape in each of the three. The 
brow is the same, the nose is a P greys | 
long nose, and especially high and straight 
between theeyes. The mouth ineachof the 
three pictures is marked by the same full 
under lip and downward droop at the corners 
of the lips. The peculiar shape of the 
face, astrong jaw with a quick, noticeable 
slope to the chin, is the same, and the chin, a 
pointed chin with a childish curve in its lines 
of flesh, is exactly the same. The eyes, as 
they are set inthe eye-sockets, are also 
Strangely alike in shape. The pupil of the 
eye, in each of these three pictures, seems to 
be just a trifle above what you may call the 
axis of the iris. These points of resemblance 
in the three pictures are almost start- 
lingly noticeable to the artist. While 
I would not affirm that they 
prove the pictures to be.those of one and the 
same person, I would say that such are- 
semblance between two people, a resem- 
blance based upon the unchangeable shapes 
Of the face-bones and the head, is almost im- 
possible, ’’

THE LETTING OF THE ELEVATOR: CON. 
TRACT TO BE THOROUGHLY AIRED. 


Director Cudmore Denies the Assertion 
of Agent Forman That He Had Beon 
Boodled— Directors Wait and Bus 


Doing—Manager Carr’s Statement. 


There will bea lively session of the School 
Board at its meeting to-night, as the boodle 
stories circulated itn the past few days will 
come up for discussion. Mr. Geo. Forman, 
agent for the Standard Elevator Co., a bidder 
for the contract of putting elevators in the 
new Polytechnic’building, Ninth and Locust 
Streets, has said, through the dally papers, 
that he was beaten out of the contract 
through corrupt practices and by the use of 
money in the building committee. His bid 
was the lowest, $12,250, but the contract was 
given to the highest bidder,the Hale Elevator 
Company, whose bid was $17,875. He has 
made public a conversation sald to have oc- 
curred between himself and Mr. Alex. Cud- 
more of the building committee, in the course 
of which, so he says, Mr. Cudmore told him 
that $3000 had been offered the committee for 
the contract by the Hale Elevator 
Company and the Laclede Power Com- 
pany if electric elevators, run with power 
from a central station, were recommended. 
Itis true that the committee did recommend 
electric elevators to be operated by power 
from a central stationand that the contract 
for furnishing the elevators and power was 
awarded jointly to the Hale and Laclede com- 
panies. 

The members of the sub-committee of the 
Building Committee deny. however,that they 
were influenced by anything otherthan the 
apparent good qualities of electric elevators 
aud the small expense of operating them 
after they were put in, thougn it did cost 
more to put them in. 

This afternoon Directors Wait and Bus re- 
quested the publication of the followlng 
statement: 

DENY THE CHARGES. 

Referring to the charges made through the 
St. Louls press, by a representative of the 
Standard Elevator Co. of Chicago, wetwish to 
State tothe public, whom we are endeavor- 
ing to serve tothe best of our ability, that 
Mr.. Foreman’s stetements regarding our 
having been influenced by money. in the 
award of the elevator contract to the Hale 
Elevator Co., and having been to his room at 
the hotel, where he states the matter was 
discussed and that we agreed to award some 
future contract to him or his company. are 
absolutely and unqualifiedly false. 

Mr. Cudmore of our Committee did go to 
the Lindell Hotel in accordance with Mr. 
Foreman’s urgent invitation to look at his 
photographs and hear an explanation of his 
elevator, but hereby specifically denies al! of 
Mr. Foreman’s charges regarding his nego- 
tiating with him for money in the award of 
the elevator contract. 

We all further, individually and collective- 
ly, hereby state distinctively and without 
equivocation that we were not approached or 
influenced by any officer or representative of 
the Hale Elevator Co. or the Laclede Power 
Oo. to secure our influence in their favor for 
a financial consideration. We did makea 
carelul investigation of the eleva- 
tor matter, and recommended the 
adoption of the electric elevator 
because in our judgment it was beyond rea- 
sonable doubt the most economical and the 
best adapted for the service of the new Board 
of Education building of all offered for con- 
fSideration. Weagain state that the accusa- 
tions made against us by any and all disap- 
pointed bidders are talse and lbelous.

THE HALE CO.’S SIDE. 

Mr. W.E. Carr, the Chicago Manager of 
the Hale Elevator Co. said to-dayin refer- 
ence to the charges brought by Mr. Forman:

If, how- 
ever, a@ manufacturing company has cor- 
rupted a board iIntrusted by the public with 
the transaction of business, itisa matter of 
the first importance thatthe charges which 
aaeeree in your paper should be substan- 
tiated, 

‘*the statements made by one ofthe un- 
successful bidders for supplying the new 
Library building with elevator ‘service are so 
incorrect and refiect so discreditably, not 
only upon the members of your School Board, 
betalso uponareputable manufacturer of 
elevators, that it becomes necessary to make 
a reply which shallrefutethe charges made 
and which shall show how discreditable were 
the motives that promptedthe attack re- 
ferred to, even though the exposure may 
serveto give the representative an adver- 
tisement, which he doubtless seeks for his 
company. 

‘*In behalf of the Hale Elevator Co. of Chi- 
cago, 1 wish toreview at least part of the 
misstatements made by the representative of 
the Standard Elevator Co. In accordance 
with the invitation of your Board of Educa- 
tion, we, with several other elevator manu- 
facturers, submitted bids for supplying the 
new Library Building with an elevator plant. 
In accordance with the architects’ specitica- 
tions we submitted bids upon hydraulic, 
steam and electric elevators. As is custom- 
ary, the Building Committee of the board ap- 
pointeda sub-committee to investigate the 
merits of the various types of elevators of- 
fered for their consideration. This investi- 
gation was made asthoroughly as the time 
and opportunities offered would admit. The 
result of this careful investigation was made 
known inthe form of a report submitted to 
the Building Committee, recommending the 
adoption of the Otis electric elevators, which 
were specified by one of the bids of the 
Hale Elevator Co. The action of the 
Building Committee was justifiable, be- 
cause their action was for the 
best interests of the people whom they are 
serving. It was proven to their satisfaction, 
as has been proven conclusively beyond 
question of doubt to many ogee who have 
made careful investigation of the same 
question, that not only are our electric eleva- 
tors as reliable and satisfactory in service as 
any other type of elevator manufactured, 
but that in connection with their use there 
are material points of very great advantage. 
Without taking the time to enter into a 
full discussion ofthese points they may be 
briefly summarized by stating that by adopt- 
ing them for the library building the tax- 
payers are saved in cost the sum of over $12,- 
voo and a saving per annum in cost of opera- 
tion of not less than $2,000. 

‘*Among the many private individuals who 
have made an exhaustive investigations of 
the comparative merits of electric, hydraulic 
and steam elevators, may be mentioned, in 
the city of St. Louls, Mr. Joel Swope, who 
visited both New York and Chicago, in each 
of which cities he saw a large number of elec- 
tric elevators of our manufacture in success- 
fuloperation. So well convinced was he of 
the superiority of electricity as a motive 
power that he purchased a machine 
from us which is in successful 
operation in his place of  busi- 
ness in this city, at $1,200 additional cost over 
thatof a hydraulic passenger elevator of 
our make. After similar investigation, the 
Mansur-Tebbitts Implement Co. purchased 
from us two electric freight elevators for their 
large warehouse in this city, at an additional 
cost of $1,600 over the cost of our hydraulic 
elevators, which amountthey paid out of 
their own pockets on account of the gay 
economy of the electric eleva in 
service. We have also contracted to piace in 
the large Mercantile Building being erected 
by J. G. Chapman in yourcity, one et 
passenger and one electric freight elevator, 
at rn additional cost of $1,900 over the 
of either hydraulic or steam elevators. In 
addition, we have just received an order from 
Dr. Gambie for an electric r Pye

thirteen high speed electric passenger ele- 
vators on account of their many points of 
superiority over both steam and hydrau- 
lic plants. In view of even these compara- 
iver few facts among the many which 
might be enumerated by ws, it must be ad- 
mitted that your Bullding Committee was not 
conclusion which 
the contrary, the best 
aland economic arguments and 
facts might be easily adduced to prove that 
in making the award to the Hale Elevator Co. 
their action was wisely calculated to serve 
the best interests of the Aax payers of St. 
Louts, Also, in view of the facts above 
stated, the statement of the representa- 
of the ° dard Co., that 
in his opinion electric elevators are not satis- 
factory. and that he believes ‘*‘no electric 
elevator wiil serve @ seven-story building 
well,’’ comes either from gross ignorance of 
the elevator business, in which he claims to 
be, orfrom a wilful desire to mislead the 
Boara of Education and the citizens of St. 
Louls. In this connection I am obliged tocall 
attention toand refute the statement made 
by the complaining gentleman that ‘‘his 
company. bid upon electric elevators for the 
Library Building and can _ furnish the 
equal to any made.’’ In denial of 
this statement, which was undoubtedly 
made for the purpose of misleading the 
readers of his article, I state here, what can 
easily be proven to bea fact, that the com- 
pany which he cps he ramen new in the busi- 
ness of building elevators, has never bullt an 
electric elevator, and that further his bid, to 
which he constantly refers, did not specify 
machines ofthistype. This point nas, how- 
ever, already been touched up by members of 
the Board o Education, so that a further ex- 
ane ooeheny is, perhaps, unnecessary > 
owever, be not ont of place torepeat that the 
Standard Co.’s proposal was for what they 
chose to style their ‘‘electro-hydro-ele- 
vators,’’ which, translated, means that 
es roposed supplying the building with 
the ydraulic elevators of regular construc- 
tion, with the addition of a pumping plant, 
which was to be operated by electric power 
instead of steam. The disadvantages of this 
hybrid system it is unnecessary to touch upon 
here, but if anyone wishes any information 
upon the subject we would suggest that he 
consult with the proprietor of the Hagan 
Opera-bouse in this city, who, to his sorrow, 
has had some experience with the electro- 
hydro-elevator system. 

Now I would specifically invite the atten- 
tion to a few minor misstatements and in- 
consistencics. Contrary,to the accusation 
the Hale Elevator Co, bid upon electric 
elevators fairly and above-board. Its 
bid was not smuggled in as was stated. 
The Hale electric elevators area tried and 
proven success, and no machines oftheir 
make have been removed froma Chicago 
building on account of not giving satisfac- 
tion. Any statement to the contrary is a de- 
liberate falsehood. 

Architect Taylor stated to the Building 
Committee, in session, in the presence of the 
representatives of the Hale Elevator Co, 
that ‘‘thelr electric elevators are all right 
and are the best in the world.’’ Mr. Taylor’s 
statement to the contrary, as reported in the 
Posr-DISPaTCH, requires explanation. Cer- 
tainly that portion of it stating that the elec- 
tric elevators are not satisfactory is contrary 
tgogfact, but may possibly be expiained by his 

conscious leaning towards what is 
advised and advocated by his com- 
‘rade,, Forman of the standard Co. 
During a number of years of experience 
the Hale Elevator Co. has not been so fortu- 
nate, buthas been during that period Dit- 
terly opposed by Mr. Taylor and has been 
fotced to secure many contracts from his 
office by dealing directly with the purchasing 
parties under the disapproval of the archi- 
tect. 

Further, the Hale and Crane Elevator Cos.’ 
representatives did not join forces in an at- 
tempt to secure the Hbrary contract, but 
worked as competitors. This fact is undoubt- 
edly kKnownto all, but the contrary state- 
ments were probably manufactured to create 
Sympathy fora rejected bidder. 

The facts in favor of the adoption of the 
electric elevators for the building under con- 
sideration are so strong and so well known, 
that we cannot, in fairness tothe intelligence 
of the gentleman who makes the attack upon 
the well-Known members of your Board of 
Education, assume that he is in ignorance of 
them. Weare, accordingly, forced to look 
for his ruling reasonselsewhere. A few facts 
may serve to throw light upon them. 

Aside from his being an unsuccessful com- 
petitor, the aggressive gentlemaD represents 
in your city a company engaged in manufact- 
uring elevators who are very bitter in their 
feelings and denunciations against the older, 
well established elevator manufacturers, 
whom their Mr. Forman has represented in 
his article as formingan elevator trust. A 
little light shed here will, perhaps, not ma- 
terially strengthen the plea of the complain- 
ing party. 

Some time since several of the principal el- 
evator manufacturers tn America, after hav- 
ing spent thousands of dollars in patent suits 
among themselves, awoke toa realization of 
the fact that several small companies 
throughout the country were taking advan- 
tage of the eagerness with which the old 
established companies were fighting among 
themselves and were inIringing with impun- 
ity valuable patents, manufacturing and 
selling elevators equipped with someof the 
devices owned by the other companies, offer: 
ing elevators similar in general appearance, 
with their ever present argument that their 
elevators being supplied with these devices 
were just as good and so much cheaper than 
those offered by the legitimate manufacturers 
and owners of the patent rights, the irre- 
sponsible companies begin to make enough 
noise to attract attention. Realizing this 
fact the older manufacturers agreed to stop 
cutting one another’s throats, to give pur 
chasers the advantage of the money thus 
savedandto vest all of the patent rights 
owned by the several manufacturers in one 
single company, which should be authorized 
to li¢ense the several companies paying the 
proper royalties and to prosecute all 
other companies att8mpting todo business 
illegitimately. Among the outside parties 
who were affected by this decision, and 
against whom suits are now being pressed 
on account of claimed infringement of well 
established patent rights, is the Standard 
Elevator Co., of Chicago, whose representa- 
tive the party is from whom the public heard 
through last Sunday’s papers. If this 
gentieman’s plea for sympathy is entitled to 
consideration, many another party who at 
present is being prosecuted in your courts 
of law is entitled tothe public sympatby and 
a helping hand, 

Further light might be cast upon the rea- 
son for Mr. Foreman being able to refer to 
several St, Louls gentlemen as his co-work- 
ers by reminding your readers that at least 
part of them are well known to be sere? 
hostile to any enterprise in which Mr. R. T. 
Crane of Chicago is supposed to have an in- 
terest, on account of existing. differences 
between the large manufacturers of 
pipe and fittings. It undoubted] 
might be pleasing to Mr. R.T. Crane, dl 
that well-known gentleman require vindica- 
tion from any source, to know that this gen- 
tleman, his one-time employe, has been so 
kindasto exonerate himfrom the charges 
which he so falsely makes against others had 
he not some time since dispen with Mr. 
Foreman’s further services, although doubt- 
less with deep regret. 

That Mr. Foreman and the gentleman 
whose sympathies he has succeeded in enlist- 
ing will succeed tn obtaining the credence of 
the public is at least doubtful, In view of the 
fact that their statements are made in a 
manner so utterly regardless of truth, and if 
theirown methods of transacting business 
are, as commonly reported. If the ntle- 


man’s statement is true, he Is self-con-: 


victed of criminality, on account of his effort 
to bribe an official representative of this 
city’s interests, His wn foretold. his 
friends of his intention, and his subsequent 
failure, will not save him. If to the contrary. 
his statements are without foundation, and it 
is at least SS that his statement made 
to the public without proof, and it is claimed 
without foundation, will not receive a greater 
degree of credence than those made in denial 
by all of the parties whom he so boldly ac- 
cuses of criminality what apology can be of- 
fered for his libel? 

All legitimate methods in competition are 


not denied to any competitor, but the party

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by anyone, competitor or otherwise, of crim- 
inality.

James McClellan Kills Henry Kellogg 
by Hard Blows. :

HE CRIED WHEN HE HEARD HIS VICTIM 
WAS DEAD. 


He Said He Had No Intention of Killing 
the Man and Could Not Believe It 
Possible That the Injuries He Had 
Inflicted Were Fatal—Insulting Re- 
marks Led tothe Assault. 


Henry Kellogg, who was so badly beaten up 
by James McClellan at a boarding house at 
No. 4100 North Second street last Sunday 
evening, died of his injuries this morning at 
the.City Hospital. Kellogg, who is a single 
man 46 years old, was employed as 
foreman at the Knapp-Stout lumber yards in 
North St. Louls. He was very much under 
the influence of liquor Sunday 
afternoon, and according to the 
statements of some of the other boarders he 
was the aggressive party. McClellan beat 
him up and knocked him down, and it Is also 
claimed that he kicked him in the face and 
used his pocket knife on him, cutting him in 
the left side and also inthe face. He made 
his escape, but was arrested the next day in 
the Sixth Police District. McCiellanis a lit- 
tle, slender man, about 380 years old, has 
sandy hair and a mustache of the same color 
and was well dressed when arrested, having 
his Sunday clothes on. 

The news of Kellogg’s death was conveyed 
to McClellanin the calaboose at the Four 
Courts about 10 o’clock this morning by a 
Post-DIsPpaTcu reporter and he seemed to be 
very much affected by it. 

M’CLELLAN’S STORY. 

‘*Is he really dead?’’ he asked two or three 
times, biting his lips and@ staring at the fioor 
his eyes welling up withtears. ‘‘How could 
he die fromthe injuriesl gave him? I used 
er my fists and had nointention of killing 

m 


**It was just this way—the old lady—that is 
Mrs. Cotghlin, who. kééps the boarding- 
house at 4100 North Second street—asked me 
early sunday afternoon if I was going out 
that afternoon. She said that her boys—her 
two sons who live with her—bad gone away 
and that she would like to have me stay 
aboutthere,as Kellogg was drinking and 
making trouble. He had gotten 
her old man—that is her hus- 
band—drunk, and was always very 
ugly when in liquor. I said that I would stay 
there and look cut for things. Yes, Kellogg 
Was a boarder also and hada right there. He 
was in ahd out, and nobody interfered with 
him so long as he behaved himself. I think it 
was about 4or5o’clock in the afternoon that 
l was sitting in the room reading, when the 
old lady came in and told me that err 
was in the kitchen making trouble and that 
should come out and talk to him. I went back 
into the kitchen, and Kellogg walked out into 
the back yard. I said, ‘Kellogg, you’ve said 
enough around here now. It’s about time to 

He cursed me and told me 

he would do me 

up. ‘The chances are 

good, whenever you are ready?’ That was all 

that passed between usthen. He le!t, anda 

few minutes afterwards I went to Murphy’s 

saloon, on Broadway, to see a couple of 

friends, one of whom hadcalied for me at 
the house.’’ 

‘*How many drinks did you takeup there?’’ 

‘*‘None atall, forI don’t drink. I haven’t 
Grank any fora year and more.’’ 

‘*Then, what occurred?’’ 

‘*‘Well, Iwasnot up there very long before 
Ireturned to the house. The old lady told 
me that Kellogg had insulted her and had 
called me her man and had sent a message to 

-her to send her man outside to himas she had 

dcne once before that afternoon. That made 
me mad, and whenl saw him coming down 
street soon aiterwards—I guess it was6or7 
o’clock—I went out and told him that I was 
not Mrs. Coughlin’s man and that there was 
no such business going on there 
and I didn’t want him tobe making such 
remarks. I said; then: ‘You threatened 
to do me up this afternoon. The chances 
are good now. ‘He had his hands in his pock- 
eis and pulled them out and doublec one fist 
upasiftohitme,andlhithim in the jaw. 
Then he put his other hand in bis pocket 
again, andI thought he was going for his 
knife, and Ismashed him again in the jaw, 
this time knocking him down. [hithim a 
couple of tinies when he was down and as he 
said nothing, and made no effort to save him- 
self, I guitand left him. I don’t think I hit 
him more than four or five times in all, and 
had nothing in my hands.’’ 

**Are you sure you didn’t cut him?’’

AFTER THE AFFRAY. 

McClellan says that after the trouble he 
walked up to Murphy’s saloon again and sent 
one of his friends down thereto find out how 
badly Kellogg was hurt and that the man re- 
turned and reported that there was a doctor 
there and two policemen and that Kellogg was 
not dangerously hart. ‘‘When I left Mur- 

hy’s satoon,’’ he continued, ‘‘I walked up 

o Twentieth street and then returned on 
Bremen avenue to Broadway and tooka 
cable carand came down town. I Knocked 
about town awhile, not knowing whether 
to give myself up or not, and finally decided 
to go and see the old lady’s son Tom, whoisa 
policeman, and ask his advice. He is mar- 
ried and doesn’t live with his mother. I 
went out tothe Sixth District Police Station 
and waited for - him near 
station a long time. He 
in the daytime and goes 

duty atllat night. I watched every car to 
see him get off, but he didn’t come, orat 
least I didn’t see him, and then started to 
walk down town again. when 1 was ar- 
rested.’’ 

McClellan says that he is a native of Scot- 
land and thathe came tothis country twenty 

ears ago, when only l0 yearsof age. When 

ie left home his mother, Drother and two sis- 
ters were living in Baltimore, but he has heard 
since that they afterwards moved to New 
York, and he does not know what has be- 
come of them, not having heard from them 
for several years. He has been railroading 
most of the time since he left home, gener- 
ally working on railroad bridges. Last sum- 
mer he worked on Niedringhaus’ new rolling- 
millandthen for the Standard Oil Co., in 
East St. Louls. In November he went to 
Kansas City and worked there, he says, on 
the Hannibal & St. Joe bridgesand returned to 
St. Louis the 16th of last month, since when 
he has been out of employment. While at 
the Sixth District Station his meals were sent 
to him by Mrs. Coughlin. 

MRS, COUGHLIN’S STORY 

Mrs. Coughlin, the keeper of the hoarding 
house, corroborates McCiellan’s_ story 
that Kellogg reached for his hip 

vocket before McClellan struck him. 

or some time past, Kellogg had been board- 
ing with Mrs. Coughlin, and otherwise than 
his ungovernable drinking habits she con- 
sidered him a most excellent 
man and a good aying patron. 
**Butof late his love for the ‘flowing bow!’ 
had so increased,’’ said Mrs. Coughlin, ‘‘that 
he wasina balf-stupefied condition nearly 
allthetime. He became intolerant and sbe 
ordered him to look for new quarters. This 
was on Sunday afternoon about 2 
o’clock. The order ta vacate 
vi xed him, and he waxed wrath. 
All the afternoon he age the sidewalk in 
front of Mrs. Coughlin’s boarding-house. 
His language was anything but choice, and 
he interlined it with threats of dire veegeance 
on Mrs. Coughlin and her family for turning 
him out on the street.

MEETING OPPOSITION.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The proposition to 
return to Mexico the twenty-one battle-flags 
captured by our troops in the war of 1846,now 
preserved at West Point, is not popular with 
the army officers, and its passage by the 
House will be vigorously opposed by many of 


the veterans of the regular army residing in 
thig city. Neither do Mexicans take kindly to 
the idea, judging from the toneof alarge 
number of newspaper clippings received here 
by an army officer from the City of Mexico. 
The general sentiment expressed in these is 
thatthe United States is adding insult to in- 
jury by the suggestion to return the flags 
which, the Mexicans say, were robbed from 
them, together with their territory. 

Speaking of the matter a Brigadier-General 
on duty at the War Department said he could 
not understand what the military men inthe 
Senate were thinking about when they al- 
lowed such a measure to pass without evena 
word. He could not understand how any sol- 
dier can wish to*iave restored to him flags 
taken from himin battle. They can be of on 
value unless recovered in the way they were 
lost, and in the opinion ofthis and many 
other officers, itis simply calling the atten 
tion of Mexico to its hours of humiliation 
even to suuzgest the returnofthe war tro- 
phies at this orany othertime. Speaking 
further this officer said we might just as well 
talk of restoring to Mexicothe territory we 
took from herby the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo, and after the warriors in the Senate 
had voted forthe battle-flag proposition he 
ets ag not be surprised at even such a move- 
ment.

THE EXCRETORY ORGANS.
